Rated PG - Running Time: 1:30 - Released 6/30/00 
Asal watch The Adventures Of Rocky & Bulwinkle, 
I get the sense that tinis is a good idea but a bad execution. 
There ave few old cartoon shows more clever than the ol’ 
moose and squirrel, but somehow the trappings of the 
three-dimensional world seem to smother their subtle 
wit.

Without going into specifics (I feel a film like this 
is better experienced without too much prior knowledge 
of what's coming up), 1 can say that even the most 
musically inexperienced moviegoers will recognize sev- 
eral of the pieces, which range from Beethoven’s 5th 
Symphony (1st mvt.)to Gershwin’s "Rhapsody In Blue" to 
Elgar’s “Pomp And Circumstance." Some of the art is 
purely abstract, with little more than moving colors and 
shapes, wnile some tells a definite story. The sole piece 
resurrected from Fantasia, complete with the original 
art and music performed by the Philadelphia Orchestra 
and conducted by the late Leopold Stokowski, is Paul 
Dukas’s “The Sorcerer's Apprentice,” the most famous 
part of that film, which features Mickey Mouse trying to 
control magic much too powerful for him. 

While this film definitely maintains the spirit of 
Walt Disney’s original concept, some wise format changes 
have been made, mostly to make it more kid-friendly. 
First, it’s only 75 minutes long, considerably shorter 
than the 2-hour length of its predecessor. Rather than 
having each piece introduced by the faceless voice of 
Deems Taylor (who?), this film uses many well-known 
celcbrities like Steve Martin, Bette Midler, Angela Lans- 
buzy, and even Penn & Teller to present the pieces, each 
in his or her own style. The first Fantasia, while rated G, 
could be quite scary and sometimes downright boring for 
little ones (I never sat through a showing of it where 
some kid didn’t start whining during Stravinsky's “Rite 
Of Spring”); this film is shorter, lighter, and interspersed 
with humor to ensure that-most children will be able to 
view its entire length without fidgeting (in addition to the 
Mickey Mouse poses there’s also one starring Donald 
Duck). And it does this without sacrificing any of the 
beautiful music or artwork that will impress adults. My 
only complaint is that it was over too soon. **#***

THE SUN - In July, sunlight hours each day slowly 
drop from 14.9 te 14.3 at the ead of the month. The sun’s 
midday peak height slightly decreases from 73 to 68 
degrees (45 degrees is halfway up and 90 degrees is 
overhead). Sunrise times advance by about 20 minutes 
(from about 5:53 to 6:15 a.m.). Sunset times fall back 
about 20 minutes (from about 8:50 to 8:30 p.m.). 

THE MOON - At the start of July the moon swings 
from the morning to the evening side of the sun. A few 
days later the moon will again be visible as a slender 
crescent low in the westerr dusk. By Saturday, July 8, the 
toon will hive grown to half full in the evening sky 
(looks like a "D"). This shape of the moon offers the best 
views ox the moon’s craters and mountains with binoculars 
or a telescope. The moon grows to full on Sunday, July 
16. Within five nights the moon will have exited the 
evening sky and then will rise after midnight. A week 
before July ends the moon appears half full at dawn (then

JULY’S BEST SIGHTS - The most arresting sight in 
July evenings is the star group Scorpius low in the south 
Scorpius the Scorpion resembles a starry letter "J." The 
bright pinkish star Antares near the top of the "J" marks 
the Scorpion’s heart. The Big Dipper is about halfway up 
in the northwest with its two lowest stars pointing right to 
the North Star. There is a faint comet named Linear that 
may be visible to the eye the last weeks of July. (The 
comet’s name comes from the automated telescope that 
discovered it.) In mid-July use binoculars and scan 
underneath the North Star for Linear. The comet will 
appear as a “furry star." About 10 days before the end of 
July, Linear will be brightest and underneath the bowl of 
the Big Dipper. A faint tail, pointing upward, may be seen 
with binoculars. Linear then moves leftward and fades; by 
the end of July Linear will be found above the tail star of 
Leo (Denebola) low in the western dusk.

Then ! begin to wonder how 
many of the other travelers on our 
train are also fellow Christians. If 
Valere and I got off at the next stop 
and entered the nearest church, would 
we feel a part of this congregation or 
like strangers? 

Have you ever noticed that, 
outside your own congregation, you 
may feel little sense of identification 
with other Christians? Presbyterians 
may feel they have little in common 
with Baptists. Protestants may find it 
difficult to think of Roman Catholics 
and Orthodox as brothers and sisters 
in Christ—and vice versa. Why is it 
that, although we confess the same 
Lord, we do not feel much of a 
connection with other Christians? 

Perhaps it is because our God is 
too small, our Christ is too narrow 
and our churches too parochial. 
Maybe what we believe about Christ 
actually erects walls between us and 
other followers. While ! would 
never say that what we believe is not 
important, nevertheless I would 
remind you that belief and faith arc 
not identical—and the greatest of 
these is not our beliefs, but whom we 
follow. James reminds us that “You 
believe that God is one; you do well. 
Even the demons _ believe—and 
shudder” (James 2:19). You may 
believe in Jecus Christ, but that does 
not necessarily mean that you 
follow him. 

Sons of Disobedience 

Ephesiaas puts the emphasis 
upon following, noting that before

Perhaps that may 
also be true of you sometimes—when 
your loyalty, your behavior, and 
attitudes are those of the world, not 
of Christ, so that you continue to be 
a “stranger far off”. Whenever your 
politics, economic status, social 
standing, race, skin color or sex are 
more important to you than the 
teachings and spirit of Christ, you are 
still living as “strangers and 
sojourners” instead of “fellow 
citizens with the saints and members 
of the household of God...” (2:19) 

Ah, yes, you may reply, but 
Ephesians assures us that we are 
“saved through faith; and that is not 
our own doing, it is the gift of God— 
not because of works...” (2:18,19). 
Yes, it is true that the chasm between 
our good works aad the favor of God 
is too great for us to bridge. A good 
work for each minute of the day for 
every year of our whole lives cannot 
bridge that chasm. It most certainly 
is “the gift of God.” 

Where They Fit In 

In the next sentence, however, we 
find just where good works fit in: 
“For we are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus for good 
works which God prepared before- 
hand, that we should walk in them” 
(2:10, my italics). Good works 
Cannot save us, but neither can we 
claim God's gift if we do not 
prociaim our gratitude good 
works. They are simply the by-prod- 
uct of following Jesus Chuisi, irying 
to incarnate in our lives his example, 
living by his teachings and 
commandments. 

Christians sometimes t ild walls 
that continue to make strangers of 
other children of God. But Christ is 
a wall-breaker—he...has made us 
both one and had broken down the 
dividing wall of hostility...” (2:14). 
If you either build walls or let them 
divide the household of God, you 
may possibly believe in Christ, but 
you are not following him. 

So take a good, nard look at your 
life: is it Christ you are following?

HOLIDAY PARTYING 

Q. My husband bought the bar- 
becue grill of his dreams last week, 
just in time for the holiday. This is 
our first cookout — we just bought 
our first home. Any tips on making 
it a great party? — Rachel C., 
Cincinnati 

A. Congratulations on your new 
home! Cooking out in the backyard is 
one of the nicest benefits of home 
ownership, but it’s a whole different 
ballgame than the tiny hibachi cook- 
outs many apartmeni dwellers must 
settle for. 

Preparation is the key to a having a 
great barbecue. You'll have to get a pen 
and paper and figure out just how much 
food and drink you'll require. Are you 
providing all the food? Or is it potluck, 
with everyone bringing a dish? What 
sort of drinks do your guests like? 
Stock enough beer, soft drinks and 
other beverages for everyone. 

Start marinating meats and prepar- 
ing hamburger patties at least a day 
ahead, along with any side dishes. 
Buy drinks and store them out of the 
way — coo! them down on the day of 
the party. 

Safety is another important factor. 
Providing rides for guests who've 
had too much to drink is certainly 
important, but what about keeping 
folks safe during the barbecue?

Whale oil and other burning fluids 
were used for light at the beginning of 
the 19th century, long before electrici- 
ty was available.

Pet Care 
by Peter Edwards 





“Fluffy” bedding, including so- 
called “natural fluffy” or “safe fluffy” 
products, can be dangerous to your 
gerbil, hamster or other pet rodent. 

Veterinarians have been reporting 
hundreds of such deaths every year. 
They occur when the little critters 
swallow some of the fluffy bedding — 
which typically is made of a blend of 
cotton, polyester and polyfibers — 
creating an intestinal blockage that is 
almost always fatal to the animal. 
There is no practicable way to prevent 
these pets from ingesting pieces of the 
bedding since it's natural for them to 
stuff material into their cheek pouches, 
and they usually swallow some of it. 
Uniess the material is water soluble, 
it’s likely to swell up and cause prob- 
lems ranging from constipation to fatal 
intestinal damage. Many pet owners 
suggest that a truly safe alternative is 
to use paper towels, facial tissue or toi- 
let paper for bedding. The animals love 
it and it won't hurt them. (Note: Be 
careful not to use paper made with 
lotions, perfumes or dyes.) 

Wood chips fall into the “natural” 
category. But even these may cause 
problems for pet rodents because of the 
so-called “fragrant oils” they contain 
These oils are supposed to ward off 
mites and fleas, but they can cause 
health problems for your pets. If you do 
use wood chips, use those that contain 
the least amount of these chemicals 

“Hammys” (hamster owners) also 
recommend the use of compressed 
paper bedding made from virgin wood 
pulp. They claim these products won't 
cause choking or intestinal obstruc- 
tions, won't trigger any illnesses, and 
do not contain mites

Scicorci, 

Some ADA (Americans 
with Disabilities Act) relat- 
ed projects are under way. 
Yhe ADA project involving 
academic space will con- 
clude in two years. The 
county commissioners have 
committed $100,000 to 
$150,000 per year for that 
project so far, although fur- 
ther county funding seems 
unlikely for the near future. 
Herman said that GCC will 
need to proceed with reno- 
vations and additions to the 
Learning Center facility, 
with the first ad-dition 
being the library. 


Other projects include 
the renovation of the Stu- 
dent Assistance Center, 
which is curréntly under 
way. The college has also 
received funds to install a 
low ropes course at the 
Glendening ATC.

the original intention was to 
field intercollegiate soccer 
teams, that goal has been 
scaled back, at least tempo- 
rarily. The cost of institut- 
ing @ soccer program is re- 
garded as prohibitive at this 
point, as GCC would have 
!o already be committed to 
provide some matching 
funds for the soccer field 
construction if the Open 
Spac@ grant were to come 
through. 

Herman said that the 
college might be able to 
take over the Lions Club 
lease on the Lions Club 
Community Park along 
Bumble Bee Road, which is 
county-owned. "GCC might 
be able to use this site for 
some athletic activity, but 
we don’t know yet if this 
prospect will pan out,” Her- 
man said, in weighing the 
pros and cons. "Some van- 
dalism has occurred at this 
site, and the location would 
break up the campus and 
distance the events from 
our students." 

Staff Medical Benefits 

The county commission- 
ers arranged for a combined 
bid on medical benefits for 
the coming year for Garrett 
County, the Garrett County 
Board of Education, and 
the college. This combined 
bid strategy held GCC’s 
medical benefits increase 
for the next year to $22,000 
(4.1 percent), a savings of 
$13,000 to $15,000 based on 
separate coverage for GCC 
by itself; furthermore, the 
bid allowed the college to 
retain its current benefits 
level. 

The board of trustees vo- 
ted its approval of GCC's 
combined medical benefits 
bid in conjunction with the 
county and the board of 
education. 

Estonia Trip 

As part of his president's 
report, Herman spoke on 
his recent trip to the sover- 
cign nation of Estonia, a 
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former republic of the So- 
viet Union. His trip, as re- 
ported in previous news ar- 
ticles and trustees’ meeting 
coverage, was an effort to 
ussist the fiedgling democ- 
racy in instituting an educa- 
tion system that will meet 
its needs. Maryland’s com- 
munily college system is 
one of the models being 
studied by Estonian offi- 
cials. 

Herman told the trustees 
that various initiatives are 
being explored through the 
emerging pertnership —be- 
tween Estonia and Mary- 
land, which was chosen for 
ihe project’ because the 
state has a high proportion 
ol residents with an Esto 
nian heritage, located main- 
ly in the Baltimore area. 

Beyond the — establish- 
ment of an Estonian’ com 
munity college system, fac- 
ulty, educational, cultural, 
and artistic exchanges are 
being promoted, as well as 
specific partnerships be- 
tween Estonia and Garrett 
County. Herman said he 
would like to see partner 
city relationship established, 
possibly pairing Grantsville 
with the Estonian city of 
Torva; McHenry with the 
resort town of Otepia; and 
Oakland work with Vaiga. 

Several Estonian students 
have expressed an iaterest 
in studying at GCC through 
a recently established schol- 
arship program specifically 
for such individuals, accord- 
ing to Herman, but some 
may have difficulty in secur- 
ing the funds for air trans- 
portation. Math department 
chair Dr. Nancy Priselac 
Suggested that church 
groups and West Virginia 
University be contacted to 
see if assistance can be ren- 
dered. Herman hopes to ar- 
range for host families to 
provide room and board for 
the students in Garrett 
County.

Governor Urges 
Vigilance Against 
West Nile Virus 


Maryland Governer 
Partis N. Glendening 
announced receatly that the 
state has implemented an 
aggressive to prevent 
an outbreak of the mosqui- 
to-borne West Nile virus. 
The departments of Health 
& Mental Hygiene, Natural 
Resources, and Agriculture 
are coordinating a compre- 
hensive strategy io protect 
Marylanders from the virus. 
During his announcement, 
held in 2 family’s back yard 
‘in’ Eastport; '.Governor 
Glendening also encouraged 
Marylanders to complement 
the state’s efforts by con- 
trolling mosquito breeding 
and eliminating standing 
water around their homes. 

"As we saw last year in 
New York with the West 
Nile outbreak, mosquito 
bites can cause a serious 
risk to ovr families’ health 
and safety," said the gover- 
nor.” Working together, our 
departments of Agriculture, 
Natural Resources and 
Health aud Mental Hygiene 
have implemented a com- 
prehensive surveillance, 
monitoring, and response 
plan to protect Marylanders 
against mosquito-borne 
diseases, We have no rea- 
son to believe that we will 
have a West Nile outbreak 


this summer. We are acting, 


aggressively to prevent the 
potential threat, though, by 
slowing the growth of the 
mosquito population and 
monitoring the dead bird 
population now. I encour- 
age all Marylanders to take 
an active role in helping us 
prevent the spread of the 
virus in and around their 
HOUICS. 

The state’s plan is based 
on the recommendations of 
an imteragency task force 
that Giendening appointed 











last year after a dead bird 
carrying the West Nile virus 
was found in Baltimore 
City. Under the plan, the 
state will control the mos- 
quito population, aggres- 
sively monitor and test dead 
birds (which may carry the 
virus), establish procedures 
to increase mosquito con- 
trol efforts if the virus 
spreads into Maryland, and 
protect citizens from the 
health risks associated with 
West Nile. : 

The Department of Agri- 
culture will continue with 
normal mosquito control 
efforts to keep the popula- 
tion low — and will not in- 
crease the amount of pesti- 
cides used ts control the 
population —- but will in- 
crease mosquito conirol ef- 
forts if West Nile begins to 
appear. In addition, the

and adapted for the screen by William D. Wittliff. The fact 

that the story is true somehow lends weight to the film 
I wouldn’t believe it otherwise. The computer effects are, 
of course, compelling, but the film suffers from astillborn 
sense of character. Petersen tries desperately tomé ake us 
care about these guys before they cast off, but Wittliff's 
script gives them little more than trite stereotypes (and 
the actors don’t really help much, either), so from an 

emotional standpoint it’s an uphill battle 

As the film’s name suggests, it’s not as much 

about the Andrea Gail as the storm itself; the action 
continually switches back and forth between the 
swordboat’s predicament and two other vessels that call 
"Mayday" as a result ofthe massive tempest. The Andrea 
Gail’s skipper is Captain Billy Tyne (George Clooney), a 
divorcé witht two daughters. After a disappointing catch, 
he decides to go out and try again. Against the wishes of 
various wives and girlfriends, he takes along his crew: 
Bobby Shatford (Mark Wahiberg), David Sullivan (Will- 
iam Fichtner), Dale Murphy (John C. Reilly), Alfred 
Pierre (Allen Payne), and Michael "Bugsy" Moran (John 
Hawkes). When a major storm develops, Billy outruns it 
and heads for calmer seas, but a faulty refrigeration unit 
forces him to drive back home early or risk losing his 
precious, fishy cargo. Unfortunately, his path takes him

This film is nothing without its visuals. That can 
be said for many films of the pregent day, of course; 
billions of dollars are spent every year making movies 
that are visually astounding and emotionally bankrupt. 
What is surprising to me is that The Perfect Storm, being 
a true story, didn’t move me more than it did. I have 
never been a fan of George Clooney (ironically, I feel he 
delivers one of his better perforinances here), but it’s 
something about Wittliff's screenplay that turns a thrill- 
ing true story into a full-blown Holiowwoed vehicle, 
complete with credibility gaps and continuity problems 
As usual in movies that involve water, people are able to 
hold their breath for far longer than is actually possible. 
We see a man get a huge hook stabbed through the center 
ya Ln alm, and after the ordeai is over, he seems 

y fine, with no bandage, no pain, and no difficulty 
ian out his duties (which in clude pulling on heavy 
ropes and working a wrench on a stubborn bolt head). 

Asifto make the film more emotionally impactful, 
syrupy-sweet romances are worked into the story. Be- 
sides the Titanic-style love scenes involving one sailor 
and his fiancée (Diane Lane), another meets a woman 
who, after initially being turned off, acts as if she was in 
love with the man. Moreover, Tyne’s real-life colleague, 
Linda Greenlaw (Mary Elizabeth Mastrantonio) is forced 
to imply that she would like to settle down with him 
before ending up screaming frantic warnings over the 
radio. Mastrantonio is at her scenery-chewing worst 
here — thank goodness she isn’t in much of the film. 

On the other hand, the storm sequences are 
truly gripping; I lost count of the heroic rescues per- 
formed not only by the Andrea Gail crew but the various 
members of the coast guard fn, separate story entirely), 
and John Seale’s cinema and James Horner’s music 
contribute a great deal to making a beautiful film froma 
tragic and unpleasant subject. k****

Agricultural 
Prices Received 


Down 2 Points 

The index of prices farm- 
ers received for their prod- 
ucts in June was down 2 
points (2.0%) from the May 
index, according to the Na- 
tional Agricultural Statistics 
Service (NASS). 

Lower prices for lettuce, 
corn, cattle, soybeans, and 
broccoli more than offset 
price increases for eggs, 
strawberries, miik, and cel- 
ery. The seasonal change in 
the mix of commodities farm- 
ers sell affects the overall in- 
dex. Higher seasonal mar- 
ketings of wheat, grapes, hay, 
and cantaloupes more than 
offset the reiatively lower 
marketings of alee to- 
matoes, strawberries, and 
cattle. These marketing 
changes kept the index from 
falling one more point. 

Compared with June 
1999, the All Farm Products 
Index was 2 points (2.1%) 
higher. Price increases from 
June 1999 for hogs, cattle, 
lettuce, and soybeans more 
than offset price decreases 
for milk, oranges, corn, and 
broilers. 

The June Index of Prices 
Paid for Commodities and 
Services, Interest, Taxes, and 
Farm Wage Rates (PFITW) 
was 120% of the 1990-92 av- 
erage. The index was un- 
changed from May but 5 
points (4.3%) above June 
1999. Lower prices in June 
for feed grains, feeder pigs, 
hay and forages, and LP gas 
were offset by higher prices 
for feeder cattle, herbicides, 
feed concentrates, and com- 
pleie feeds.

The National Ag Statis- 
tics Service (NASS) has re- 
ported that corn stocks are 
down i %, soybean stocks are 
down 9%, and ail wheat 
stocks are up slightly.

U.S. Corn & 
Soybean Acreage 
Up, Says NASS 


Corn planted for all pur- 
poses is estimated at 79.6 
million acres, up 3% from 
last year, according to the 
National Agricultural Statis- 
tics Service. Growers expect 
to harvest 73.1 million acres 
for grain, up 4% from 1999. 
The corn acreage estimate 
was based on survey infor- 
mation collected between 
May 30 and June 19. Farm- 


- ers responding to the survey 


indicated that 99% of the in- 
tended corn acreage had 
been planted at the time of 
the interview, compared to 
an average of 96% for the 
past 10 years. 

The soybean planted area 
is estimated at 74.5 million 
acres, 1% above last year's 
acreage. Area for harvest is 
estimated at 73.5 million 
acres, up 1% from 1999. If 
realized, this will be the larg- 
est planted and harvested 
acreage on record. Planted 
acreage has consistently in- 
¢.easedevery year since 1990, 
when the soybean planted 
area totaled 57.8 million 
acres. Of the 31 soybean es- 
timating states, growers in 
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16 states increused acreage, 
while growers in 14 states 
reduced area planted. West 
Virginia acreage estimates 
are included for the first time. 

All wheat planted area is 
estimated at 62.9> million 
acres, up slightly from 1999. 
Harvested area is expected 
to total 54.4 million acres, up 
1% from last year. 

All cotton plantings for 
2000 are expected to total 
15.6 million acres, 5% above 
last year. Upland cotton acre- 
age is expected to total 15.4 
million acres, up 5% from 
1999. Growers planted 
202,000 acres of American- 
Pima cotton, down 30% from 
1999, Some acreage was pre- 
vented from being planted in 
the Southeast due to severe 
drought conditions. Con- 
versely, Arkansas farmers 
were frustrated by rains dur- 
ing their optimum planting 
window and thus were not 
able to piant all of the acre- 
age Originally intended for 
cotton.

The Garrett Bureau of 
Investigation continues to 
fivestigate a threat against 
the Penn Aips Restaurant 
made via an anonymous tel- 
ephone call on Saturday, 
July 1. 

The phone call was made 
to the McHenry State Po- 
lice barracks shortly before 
6 p.m, that evening. A 
person who identified him/ 
herself as a Penn Alps em- 
ployee told the dispatcher 
that there were four men 
armed with guns and explo- 
sives inside the restaurant 
at that poiat. The caller 
said that instructions had 
been given for the staff to 
take the restaurant’s casa 
receipts and deliver them to 
a location outside Grants- 
ville or the restaurant would 
be in danger. 

The restaurant was im- 
mediately contacted by the 
staie police, who learned 
from employees on the 
scene that nothing appeared 
out of the ordinary.

And by this evening, on a ship 
somewhere in the Baltic Sea, this writer wil! be able 
to read the front page, this editorial, letters to the 
editor, obituaries, and various other items in the on 
line edition of today’s Republican. Obviously this is 
a first in the 123-year history of this publication, as

can be found in the country of Russia, where just To 

ears ago communism stiil ruled. This week's copy of 
¢ St Petersburg Times carries an editorial blasting

Outside the Shorter Catechism there are surely few 
statements as concise and precise in stating the doctrine 
of providence. 

We have a group of neighborhood kids who count on 
our VBS every year.

The more difficult 
hurdle is how to bring the VBS kids into the mainstream 
of what we are and do as a church. 

For those brief evenings we introduce them to Jesus 
Christ with hope that whatever they do about church that 
they will never forget about the Lord Jesus. Another of 
the songs addressed that ambition. It was a direct quota- 
tion from St. John 14: 5-7:

No one comes to the Father but through Me.

Those words were set to a nice tune with a great swing 
to it, inviting all of us to belt out the song with gusto. It 
was an amazingly simple way for the kids (and a few 
adults too) to memorize scripture which they had not 
known previously. 

At the end of the week the VBS director — a splendid, 
young woman Elder in our church — asked the kids what 
their favorite thing had been that week. I an: not sure, but 
I think the snack came out number one. I have learned 
over the past five years that there are kids in our church’s 
neighborhood who are physically hungry. That surprised 
me at first because I believed, and still believe, that there 
is no good reason for a child to be hungry in this land of 
plenty. 

Sad to say, there are some bad reasons that kids are 
hungry. The first one is parental irresponsibility. The fact 
remains thai there are kids, especially boys around the 
beginning of adolescence, who simply do not gei enough 
to eat. It makes me wonder to what degree nutrition 
should be part of the mission of a church serving poor 
children. (By the way, I enjoyed the snack each night too, 
and I do get more than enough to eat.) 

We had a wonderful VBS this year. The curriculum was 
the best we had ever used, translating great Christian 
truths in words and music to a broad cross-section of kids. 
dedicated to Christ. The crafts were creative and provided 
delightful mementos for adults and children alike. It was 
a terrific week, one we hope to repeat for many years to 
come.

I could see the 
dark "cat’s paws" coming across the water and I knew the 
skippers and crews were watching for them too. In most 
sloop rigged sailboats sailing to windward, the best way to 
handle these puffs and avoid heeling too far (which loses 
speed and can lead to a capsize) is to keep the jib 
strapped in, the vang on the main boom tight and to let 
out on the mainsheet. This keeps the boat moving and 
avoids a strong weather helm (which slows the boat 
down). As soon as the puff is over ‘he skipper can pull the 
main in again. 

Sailing downwind on a broad reach with a spinnaker up 
in puffy air can also be tricky as that can pull a 
sailboat over. Here the skipper has to bear off and get the 
wind behind him... if he cam; there may bé other boats 
around that have the right-of-way. Ii he cannot bear off 
he must ease the spinnaker sheet, and I saw a lot of 
flapping spinnakers during the puffs.

A0OS 7 Ocheaus ‘err 
dénts not yet included in 
the census can still be 
counted, Maryland secretary 
of state John T. Willis an- 
nounced recenily. Residents 
not yet counted may call 
Marylend’s Census Hotline 
at 1-888-447-422! through 
Friday, July 21, and a fed- 
eral census worker will take 
the information on the 
phone or sciiedule a home 
visit to ensure all family 
members are counted, 

"é Ithough Ceusus Day 
was April 1, the census op- 
eration is still ongoing," 
Willis said. "We want to 
make sure every Maryiand- 
er can be counted, [and the] 
toll-free number will make 
it easier for people io parti 
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cipate by calling from the 
privacy of their own 
homes.” 


At the conclusion of the 
“mail back" response period 
for the 2000 census, Mary- 
land’s 67 percent compli- 
ance figure ranked 19th in 
the nation, an improvemenit 
over tae state’s 38th ranking 
after the 1990 census; 
however, for every resident 
missed in the census count, 
the state loses $1,036 per 
year for the next 10 years in 
the allocation of federal 
funds. Wndercounting also 
makes private as well as 
public sector planning more 
difficult. 

Individuals who have not 
taken part in the ceasus are 
urged to call the toll-free 
census hotline. Information 
shared with federal census 
takers is confidential and 
used only for statistical pur- 
poses.

Backgrouad Scripture: 
Ephesians 4:1-16 
Devotional Reading: 


Ephesians 3:14-21 


The writer of Ephesians desires 
that the Ephesians—and us—-may no 
longer be children.” He is speaking, 
not of our chronological age, but our 
degree of spiritual maturity 
Physically, socially, and mentally we 
look and sound like adults. 
Spiritually, however, we may still be 
children. 

When we first became Christians 
it was understandabie that we ns 
in the faith as children. Spiritually 
speaking, we must first learn to craw! 
before we walk, and walk before we 
run. Ia 1 Cor. 3:1,2, Paul confesses 
that he “could not address you as 
spiritual men, but as babes in Christ. 
I fed you with milk, not solid food; 
for you were not ceady for it; and 
even yet you are not ready”. 
Beginning our life ia Christ it is 
anticipated that our faith will be like 
that of little children, but we are 
expected to grow in our spiritual 
faith. 

Unfortunately for many of us, it 
is nct that we begin as spiritual 
children and are not yet ready for 
solid spiritual food, but that we may 
fail to ever be ready? Are we to spend 
all of our lives as spiritual ers? 
We need someone to challenge us in 
our infantile complacency to GROW 
UP! 


Tossed To & Fro 

One evidence of spiritual 
immaturity is the state of being 
“tossed to and fro and carried about 
with every wind of doctrine” (E 
4:14). Some of us never oulgrow 
immature level of discipleship. 
Perhaps we assume that being a 
Christian means finding and 
defending what we consider to be 
true Christian doctrine. But dectrine 
is of value only to the extent that it 
inspires and enables us to live as 
disciples of Jesus Christ. 

In the early church there were 
some who identified themseives as 
Christian Gnostics. Gnosis is a Greek 
word meaning: to know” and they 
believed the essence of Christianity

Maybe ycur personal 
experience of: Christianity is 
different—and I truly hope it is—but 
I have observed all too often that for 
mary Christians the essence of 
following Christ is to do battle with 
those who believe differently than we 
do. Unfortunately, the “sword of 
truth” (read “our truth”) is more 
popular than the olive branch of 
peace. Christ calls us, aot to do battle 
for him, but to bear crosses and 
witness to him. 

There is yet another evidence of 
Spiritual childishness —the witness to 
Our separateness rather than our 
oneness in Christ. Our witness to the 
world is too often to that of a 
dysfunctional and alieriated family. 
That is not mature Christian 
discipleship, for Ephesians telis us: 
“There is one body and one Spirit, 
just as you were called to the one 
hope that belongs to you all, ore 
Lord, one faith, one baptism, one 
God and Father of-us all, who is 
above ef! and through ai! and in al!” 
(4:4-6.) The mature, grown-up Chris- 
tian will build up the body of Christ 
rather than seeing how 0 = 
into which it can be divide at's 
what “maiure manhood” and 
Christian womanhood mezna—grow- 
ing “to the measure of the stature cf 
the fullness of Christ” (4:14). 

We may enter Christiar, 
discipleship as children, but we are 
meant to “ up in every way unto 
him who E the head, into Christ” 
(4:15). Having chalienged us to 
“Follow me!”, Enrist also calls us to 
“Grow up!”, so that we may no 
longer be children.

FSU Allowing 
Students to Pay 
Tuition On Line 


In an ongoing effort to 
make paying for college 
more convenient, Frostburg 
State University now allows 
students to pay their tuition 
by credit card on the In- 
ternet 

Currently the system re- 
quires payment in full, so 
it’s of most use to students 
registering for summer 
school and iatersession, a 
spokesperson aid. Students 
who use deferred or month- 
ly payment plans are not 
able to take advantage of 
the feature at this time, but 
FSU officials hope to move 
toward allowing those pay- 
ments as well, according to 
FSU Bursar Tina Night- 
ingale, who is in the univer- 
sity and student billing 
office. 

"It saves a trip in here,” 
Nightingale said. "It’s esne- 
cially beneficial to someone 
registering iate.” Payment is 
required with late registra- 
tion. 

To make the payments, 
admitted studente chould 
visit the registration site at 
www.admin.frostburg.edu, 
plug in their identification 
codes, and go through the 
registration process. Web 
registration has been avail- 
able at FSU since the fall of 
1999. 

At the end of registra- 
tion, the student is prompt- 
ed for payment. This is 
where they are given the 
option of using a Visa or 
MasterCard to complete the 
transaction. Nightingale said 
the Discover Card, which is 
accepied in the FSU billing 
office, can’t yet be used on 
the Web, but they hope to 
add that service soon.

Summer Fly Contre! on Cattle 

With summer conditions comes the worry and loss 
associated with fly infestations of cattle. Economic losses 
occur because of the worry of ihe flies, because they suck 
blocd from the animals and because they spread cattle 
diseases such as pinkeye. Effective control measures will 
allow increases in profitability in beef cattle operations. 

The first major type of fly that affects catile is the horn 
fly, so named because it does rest on the horns of cattle. 
With modern polled cattle the flies tend to rest on the 
withers, back and sides but the flies also spend time on 


the undersides of cattle where most of the biting 


occurs. 


Losses associated with horn fly infestaiions have been 
studied extensively. The crucial level of flies for losses to 
begin to occur is 200-250. If either young animals or cows 
have this many flies or more, then treaiment will result in 
increased weight gains. Studies done’ at Texas A&M 
University have documented average increases in weaned 
calf weights ef 20-27 pounds when effective contro! of 


horn flies is implemented. 


The second major type of fly that affecis cattle is the 
face fly. This fly is larger and more robust than the horn 
fly and spends only periodic feeding times on the cattle 
during the day. As the name implies, these flies prefer to 
be on the face and consume the secretion from the eyes 
and nostrils. They are particuiarly important because they 
transmit the pinkeye organism from one animal to another

A aumber of methods and products are available for 
the control of cattle flies. More emphasis has been placed 
on horn fly control, perhaps because their study is easier 
aud because they are generally easier to control. The 
typical products that are currently approved for control 
and availiable fit into three major categories: organophos- 


phates (OPs), pyrethroids and endectocides. 


When making decisions about fly control it is important 
io realize that there are many effective programs. Produc- 
ers should develop a program for their operations which 
is cost effective and most convenient. Some of the factors 
to consider when developing a fly control program for a 


herd include: 


* Young cattle should receive more attention than 
older cattle because they are growing and a decrease in 


gain effects income. 


~ Young cattle are much more susceptible to pinkeye. 
* Fly tags are convenient but have some drawbacks. 
Full control; especially for fave flies is generally not 


effective. 


Horn flies developed resistance to the original 
pyrethroid wartags.

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Ninth Rabies 
Case Reported

rett ( y Health Depart 
ment has reported the ninth 
rabies case of 2000. A rac 
coon which was confirmed 
positive for rabies by the 
Maryland Department oi 
Health and Mente! Hygiene 
Laboratories was shot and 
killed alter a vaccinated dog 
fought with it. The incident 
occurred on Turkey Neck 
Road, in the vicinity of the 
southern end of Deep 
Creek Lake. There was no 
other pet or human expo- 
sure. 

The dog has received a 
rabies booster vaccination 
and will remain under ob- 
servation for 45 days. The 
owner wore protective 
gloves to handle the dog 


after the incident. He aiso 
confined the dog in a ga- 
rage so that no other peo- 
ple or pets woul! come in 
contact with it for the cru- 
cial two-hour period after 
exposure to the rabid ani- 
mai, officials reported. The 
rabies virus is spread 
through the saliva of the 
infected animal and may be 
viable up to two hours on 
the fur coat after a confron- 
tation. 

Ail niwe positive rabies 
cases this year have been in 
raccoons. This is reportediv 
the first positive rabies case 
in the Turkey Neck area, 
which emphasizes the fact 
that rabies reaches all geo- 
graphical! areas of the coun- 
ty, officials said. Because of 
the wide distribution ot 
documented rabies cases, 
pet owners are urged to 
have dogs, cats, or ferrets 
vaccinated against the dis- 
ease. The next series of 
Health Department rabies 
clinics is tentatively sched- 
uled for the last week in 
September.

At issue right \ I f tects 1 | ind 
the edge of the lake known for many years th 
buffer strip, an area upon which no property owner 
was permitted to build any kind of permanent struc 
ture. The purpose of that restriction was to protect 


adjacent property owners from having their view of 
the lake obstructed by such structures, and to keep 
that strip as natural as possibie for aesthetic purpos- 
es in general. 

The state now owns, the lake and has offered buy- 
down opportunities to the current individual property 
owners, allowing them to purchase the former buffer 
strip area in front of their lakefront properties. How- 
ever, in order to maintain “status quo" — that is, the 
restriction against any permanent buildings on that 
space — a change in the current lake zoning ordi- 
nance is necessary. That proposed change was ex- 
plained by John Ne ison, director of the county office 
of planning and zoning, at a recent public meeting. 
A recommendation on that change will be made by 
the county planning commission and then forwarded 
to the county commissioners for action. 

There is some opposition to the proposed change, 
particularly by some <cevelopers and realtors, who 
would prefer to see a loosening of the restriction. 
However, we must side with the majority of the lake 
property owners in support of the ordinance change, 
which would leave things basically as they are. There 
is a provision in the proposal that allows for request 
of a variance, which can be ne by those who 
believe they have a good case for some kind of de- 
wiggent in that space. 

ere is also a request on the table by some prop- 
erty owners that the zoning ordinance also be 
changed to prohibit campgrounds and gun clubs from 
being permitted on property zoned lake residential. 
We are not as quick to endorse this proposal, which 
wouid basically shu: the door on each and every such 
posal. no matter hcw reasonable and advania- 
geous it miay be. Again, the use of a special excep- 
tion/variance process is our preference. 

Assuming « totally one-sicled, fanatical stand on 
any issue is usually not . There is always some 
sound in the middle that is more fair to all parties 
nvolved, We are opposed to wanton, unrestricted 
development at the lake, or anywhere in Garrett 
County, but we are also opposed to total and abso- 
jute restriction of the use of private property just 
because someone in the neighborhood doesn’t want 
his or her little piece of the world to change at all, 
regardless of the benefits it may mean to the county.

PLANTING THE FALL GARDEN 

I am taking a break from working in the garden. It is 
the middle of the afternoon, in the heat of the day, 
though it is uot terribly hot. This summer has been a mild 
one so far, especially compared to last year. There will be 
hot days to come, for sure, but if we cau get through July 
without being stifled by heat and humidity, temperatures 
are not likely to be intolerable iater on. 

This has deen a good day for gardening. Last night's 
shower of rain softened the soil without making it really 
wet. The corner where ! am planting has worked up well. 
I pulled onions from this patch a few days ago, and now 
it is full again, this time with green beans, beets, and 
lettuce improved for summer planting. 

Y2K has not been a good gardening year for me. The 
perennial garden has or me through with asparagus, 
rhubarb, and sorrel. I planted onions and ieituce the 
earliest ever, and had good early crops of each. It was the 
middle planting time — what is the main planting time for 
most people — that I missed. 

I do have four varieties of tomatoes, peppers, eggplants 
and two rows of potatoes which are all coming along 
nicely, but none of them is bearing yet. This has been a 
year when neighbors have had tomatoes the earliest I have 
ever seen, that is, without being subjected to heroic 
efforts. 

The early fali crops I have also missed. There will be 
no homegrown Brussels sprouts for Christmas dinner. The 
winter squash which, some years, have been a staple, will 
also be absent. 

One of the beauties of gardening is that it is never too 

late for something. The skill is knowing what that some- 
thing is. A certain degree of wisdom — usually born of 
experience — is also necessary. At this moment it is not 
too late for green beans, but it is too late for winter 
squash, so I oak eb eege In years past I mp ag 
soe of growing somcthi I 
err ren aad knowing full wel! that po need- 
mgt days will not fruit in 90 days. 
, at seems obvious enough when said, but the garden- 
er is always driven somewhai by fantasy. He imagines late 
frost, a delayed onset of winter, and spends time and en- 
ergy on a crop he wil) never harvest. Successful gardening 
requires him to keep his eye forever on likely possibilities 
unless he has the luxury to indulge in pure experimenta- 
tion. 

All the while forsaking lost pussibilities, restraint is also 
necessary. | have beea tempted to go ahead and throw red 
Russian kale and turnips into the ground “while I'm at it." 
eral 
garden work. I reckon August 1 to be the perfect time for 
seg oa two crops, fully two months before the first 

. Both crops like frost and declining daylight. The 
cool of fall will hold turnips until 2 hard freeze. 
Kale is a crop that just goes on gettin better through Jan- 


tied too, like the fall weather conditions. My ex- 
perience with carrots has alternated between abysmal 
failure and glorious h. They need constant watering, 
constant weeding and ing, almost an absence of 
nitrogen, and lovely loose soil. Homegrown vegetables 
almost always tasics better than their siore-bought counter- 
parts, for a variety of reasons, but the disparity is perhaps 
greater for carrots than for any other vegetable. When my 
carrots have come home to roost it been months 
before I could eat a bought carrot with equanimity. 
Having missed the major spring planting, I am atiend- 
ing to the fall/autumn and early winter garden crops. 
Besides everything already mentioned, there are spinach 
and two handsful of various lettuces and other greens to 
be planted. 

in all, I am avoiding fantasy and overeagerness, 
keeping my eye on the likeliest possibilities. That is as 
good a prescription for success out of the garden as in it.

Individuals who receive 
treatment for depression af- 
ier a sivOke gei ihe added 
benefi: of restoring mental 
abilities, which are often 
impaired by a stroke, ac- 
cording to a report this 
month in Stroke: Journal of 
the American Heart Associa- 
lion. 

In the first double-blind 
treatment trial aimed at es- 
tablishing a firm link be- 
tween post-stroke depres- 
sion and the inpairment of 
certain mental abilities, re- 
searchers in the U.S. end 
Japan found that nearly 3/4 
of patients who received an- 
ti-depressants during treat- 
ment recovered some men- 
tal function that was lost af- 
ter having a stroke. 

Researchers measured 
mental functions such as or- 
ientation, memory, — lan- 
guage, and hand-eye coordi- 
nation. These findings con- 
firm the presence of what 
researchers call a "dementia 
of depression," which some- 
times mimics Alzheimer’s 
disease in people who have 
had a stroke. "A number of 
studies over the past 20 
years have indicated an as- 
sociation between depres- 
sion and mental impairment 
following a stroke," said 
Robert G. Robinson, M.D., 
of the department of psy- 
chiatry at the University of 
lowa, where part of the re- 
search was carried out. 


He explained that this is 
the first research to show 
that relieving depression 
can also often restore lost 
mental ability, In the past, 
researchers speculated that 
some of the older anti-de- 
pressant drugs might actual- 
ly interfere with a person's 
mental performance, Robin- 
son said. “However, we 
found that 74 percent of the 
patients who completed the 
study responded favorably

Robiason also aoied thai 
anything that can effectively 
treat post-stroke depression, 
whether an old or new 
treatment, could also im- 
prove meatal ability. 

Researchers evaluated 47 
patients with 21 randomly 
assigned to anti-depressant 
treatment and the other 26 
to a placebo. Over a period 
of 6 to 12 weeks, the anti- 
depressant group showed 
“significantly greater im- 
provement" in both mood 
and mental function.

There are two main 
causes of mental impair- 
ment after a stroke, Robin- 
son explained. One is physi- 
cal damage to the brain 
caused by the sircke itself; 
the other is posi-stroke de- 
pression. 'For years it was 
thought that if a patient 
showed no improvement in 
mental! ability after a stroke, 
the impairment was caused 
by the stroke lesion and 
that treating depression 
wouldn’t jaelp; but that 
clearly isn’t true,”” Robinson 
said. 

Patients with post-stroke 
depression have cognitive 
impairment thai is caused 
by both brain damage and 
depression, and most of 
these patients can be effec- 
tively treated with anti-de- 
pressants, he noted. 

Because many stroke pa- 
tients are in the same age 
group in which Alzheimer’s 
disease is prevalent, medical 
professionals can’t always 
be sure of the causes of de- 
mentia, he said. 

The symptoms of demen- 
tia due to stroke or Alz- 
heimer’s disease are similar, 
Robinson explained, but he 
pointed out that in Alz- 
heimer’s disease, the condi- 
tion is progressive while in 
stroke patients, the symp-

The DNR has proposed to reclassify 83 threatened and 
endangered species listed by tae siate of Maryland, 
including two federally listed species. Status changes were 
proposed for three animal species and 80 species of 
plants. The proposed changes will result in a change in 
status of 43 species and the removal of 40 spe-cies from 
the state list.

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X-MEN

For anyone who enjoys comic book superheroes, 
Bryan Singer's X-Men is just the ticket. This entertaining 
and reasonably intelligent film, penned by Singer, Tom 
DeSanto and David Hayter, and based on the 30-odd- 
year-old Marvel comic book series, involves the futuristic 
world of mutants, people for whom evolution has taken 
a "leap forward.” Thanks to genetic mutations, a segment 


of Earth’s population is endowed with superhuman traits 
or powers, such as mind reading, being able to change the 


weather, or being really, really good at checkers. 

The story involves the inevitable conflict be- 
tween these mutants and the reat of society, namely the 
poor old regular humans who are afraid and/or suspicious 
of them. But who cares ebout the story? What’s fun is 
talking about what ali these guys can do: Professor 
Xavier (Patrick Stewart), leader oft the good-guy mutant 
society, or "X-Men," can read minds and control others. 
So can Dr. Jean Grey (Famke Janssen), but not as well. 
"Cyclops" (James Marsden) can fire devastating lasers 
out of his eyes, but has a volume control in case he just 
wants to shoot beer cans off a fence or something, and 
"Storm" (Halle Berry), can, as her name implies, whip up 
weather patterns that would make George Clooney 
cringe. Collectively, these folks all wear cool uniforms 
and use their powers only for good. 

Into this world comes “Wolverine” (Hugh 
Jackman) and “Rogue” (Anna Paquin), two mutants who 
have run away from their loved ones. Wolverine’s talents 
are threefold: he’s got huge, pointy metal talons that 
exterd from his fists when he is attacked, and regenera- 
tive powers that allow him to heal instantly from just 
about any injury, and he also can smell bad guys. 
Apparentiy, his olfactory ability doesn’t activate when 
he’s around friends, because he never says anything like, 
"Gee, your hair smells terrific" or “Did you just eat a bag 
of Doritos?” Rogue’s power is that she draws the life 
energy {I believe the technical term is "mojo") from 
anyone with whom she shares skin-on-skin contact. Let’s 
just hope she’s not allergic to !atex, if you get my drift. 

But net all mutants are . Currently trying to 
take over the world is super-baddie "Magneio" (lan 
McKellen), an old friend/enemy of Dr. X., who can create 
magnetic fields and bend metal. In his employ is "Mys- 
tique" (Rebecca Romijn-Stamosa), a curvaceous shape- 
shifter who can look and sound like anyone, including all 
of the above; “Toad” (Ray Park, a.k.a. Darth Maul of The 
Phantom Menace), who can jump around and catch flies 
with his tongue — weli, they can’t ail be great — and 
"Sabretooth" (pro wrestler Tyler Mane), who growls a lot 
and beats people up. Not much of a stretch for him. So we 
get to watch ail these freaks batile it out, and the resuli: 
of the battie could doom or save mankind. There's also a 
subplict about a visciously anti-mutant senator (Bruce 
Davison) who is taught not to judge people until he has 
walked a mile in their mutated moccasins. 

As one would expect, X-Men is full of cool make- 
up and dazzling sci-fi effects (some borrowed from Contact), 
but it is intelligent enough to be of interest to more than 
just the comic- mentality. Stewart is.ever the elder 
statesman; his character is not unlike Captain Picard, 
but it fits. Paquin and Jackman are convincing in their 
roles, and British acting veteran McKellen (soon to be 
seen as Gandalf in the upcoming Lord The Rings 
series) is suitably diabolical. Ali I want te know now is 
where I can get a Mystique suit for my wife before 
Halloween. **k**

Let's start with the hard part: “ Wives 
be subject to your husbands as tw the 
Lord. For the husband is the head of 
the wife as Christ is head of the 
church...as the church is subject to 
Christ, so let wives be subject in 
everything to their husbands” (Eph. 
5:21-23). 

It’s in the Bible then—the husband 
is the head of the wife and the wife 
shall be subject io the husivand. is this 
an authoritative teaching for all 
Christians? | do not believe it is. 

There are other teachings in the Bible 
that Christians de not count as authori- 
tative. in Leviticus, Moses, spe rr 
for God, commands the people of 

to abstain from certain foods that are 
“unclean.” (Lev. 11). in Leviticus 
20:10 we are commanded that “If a 
man commits adultery with the wife of 
his neighbor, both the adulterer and the 
adultezess shall be put to death”! In 
Deuteronomy 2:14 the father and 
mother of “a stubborn aad rebellious 
son” are commanded to bring the son 
tothe elders at the city gate “and stone 
him to death with stones.” 

I do not know of any Christians 
today who obey these commandments 
even though they appear unequivo- 
cally in the Bible. Taough these 
commandmenis are represented as the 
will of God, and although nowhere in 

coro Jesus revoke them, we 
them to be authoritative for 
us My own experience of lesus Chriet 
does not permit me to live by these 
rules. 
What is Authoriteiive? 
Sometimes we rationalize this 
ia in holding that the New 
estament supersedes the Old. But 
there are also many Old Testament 
teachings that we do hoid authoritative 
for us—the Ten Commandmenis, for 
example. Furthermore, there are some 
teachings in the New Testament that 
we do not as authoritative for 
our lives in Christ. For example: the 
prohibition against divorce (I Cor. 
7: 10,11), the stricture against 
marrying “unbelievers” (2 Cor.. 14),

Because he 
believed that the triumphal return of 
Christ was neaz, he did not attempt to 
change the structure of that society. In- 
stead he sought to infusz that structure 
with a new spirit: “Therefore be 
imitators of God, as beloved children. 
And walk in love, as Christ loved us 
end gave himself up for us...” (Eph;. 


1:2).

The teaching in Ephesians is so 
radical, so revolutionary that it 
transformed all human relationships: 
husbands, wives, children, slaves aad 
magters. If we imitate God, we find in 
emulating the self-giving love of Jesus 
that there csn ultimately prevail no 
injustices, no inequalities, and so 
subjugations. 

The emphasis is not upon how we 
talk the faith, but how we walk it— 
“Walk as children of the light (forthe 
fruit of light is found in all that is good 
and right and true) and try to learn what 
is pleasing to the Lord” (5:8a,9,10).

THE HISTORY CHANNEI.. 


On July 30, 1619, in Jamestown, 
Va., the first elected legisiative 
assembly in the New World — the 
House of Burgesses — convened in 
the choir of the town's church. ...

The so-called “Dog Days of 
Summer” really have nothing to do 
with our faithful friend Fido. It refers 
to the fact that the Dog Star, Canis 
Major, can be easily seen in the sky at 
this uine of the year. 

But it’s also wue that this is the time 
of the year when we see more dog 


for instance, aré often (and foolishly) 
allowed to wander freely. Some peopie 
encounter guard dogs at service sta- 
tions and other places and may attempt 
to pat the heads of animals who don't 
know them and are trained to view all 
strangers as potential threats to their 
Owners or Owners’ property. 

What to do if you are bitten? 
According to Dr. Ron Charles, assis- 
tant professor of emergency medicine 
at the University of Texas Southwes- 
tern Medical Center at Dallas, if the 
biter is a bat, fox, raccoon, or skunk: 
“Get medical treatment immediately. 
The animal couid‘have rabies, a seri- 
ous central nervous system infection.” 
If the biter is a dog, and the bite creates 
a deep puncture wound, or tears the 
skin, or won't stop bleeding, Dr. 
Charles says immediate attention is 
also important. 

“All animal bites, like any serious 
injury, should be checked out by a 
physician,” he warns 

Dog aad cat bites can occur among 
your own pets —- not necessarily just 
strange animals. Teach children not to 
disturb houschold pets (or any animal) 
while they're feeding. Many bites 
occur ‘when the animal reacts to its nat- 
ural instinct to protect its food supply. 
Moreover, you and your children must 
trained to be gentic, but they are also 
protective of their people and could 
snap at anyone they perceive might 
harm them.

Gardens and houseplants were 
always #2 important part of the 18th- 
and 19th-century home. In the 18th 
century, a homeowner would plant a 
garden with medicinal and cooking 
herbs. Many gardens had some of the 
same flowers we plant today for 
enjoyment. In areas with mild win- 
ters, some plants were potted and 
moved inside, even though their care 
was more complicated than it is 
today. There were no bug sprays, no 
prepared potting soils, no special 
piant foods. But the 19th-century 
housewife prided herself on her 
plants, and plants were kept on win- 
dow iedges, pliant stands and terrari- 
ums in suitable windows. Bulbs that 
could be forced to bloom in the win- 
ter were especially popular. Many of 
the plant stands and baskets were 
made in a rustic style with parts that 
resembled actual trees and leaves. 
Potted plants, especially palms and 
ferns, were part of the decozation of a 
middle-class Victorian home. The 
plant room had trailing vines and tall 
plants that were kept together in a 
jungie-like atmosphere. Today, plants 
are easy to buy and even casicr to 
grow. Collectors buy all types of 
plant stands, vases and accessories. 
But when a rare majolica jardiniere 
on @ stand rises in velue to 
of dollars, the collector is forced to 
decide if it is worth the risk of dam- 
age by filling it with plants.

The crop reporting dead- 
line has been extended until 
Fri., July 28, according to 
Mike Kozier,, county Farr 
Service Agency cirector.

The Loan Deficiency Pay- 
ment is a “direct payment,” 
not a loan, when the county 
loaz: rate for the crop ex- 
ceeds the Commodity Credit 
Corporation determined 
value of the commodity es- 
tablished. These rates may 
change daily, Kozier said. 
The producer must also have 
beneficial uterest in the crop.

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National Farmers 
Union Proposes 
Policy Changes 

National Farmers Union 
(INFU) president Leland 
Swenson has proposed policy 
changes before the House 
Agriculture Committee that 
would provide economic sta- 
bility, security and opportu- 
nity for farmers and ranch- 
ers. He told members that 
the promised benefits of 
Freedom to Farm, the 1996 
farm bill, have not been real- 
ized by independent produc- 
ers. 

Swenson outlined three 
major policy areas that are 
crucial to a successful, sus- 
tainable agriculture industry. 

1) The issue of market 
concentration and integra- 
tion in agriculture must be 
examined. New policies must 
be implemented to ensure 
that an accessible, transpar- 
ent and competitive market- 
place is available to all pro- 
ducers. 

2) Agricultural trade 
policy must accommodate a 
broad range of priorities in- 
cluding socio-economic is- 
sues as well as market access 
and fair competition. 

3) U.S. agricultural pro- 
grams for crops, dairy and 
livestock must be revised to 
provide an effective safety 
net during periods when 
market returns are inad- 
equate. 

“Freedom to Farm has re- 
duced the viability of family 
farmers,” said Swenson. “De- 
clining commodity prices and 
producer incomes under this 
program have resulted in 
three years of tal 
assistance at a cost of $21.7 


billion—and this figurekeeps | 


rising. There is no need to 
wait any longer to act on leg- 
islation that wil! provide a 
more effective and predict- 
able counter-cyclical eco- 
nomic safety net for inde- 
pendent farmers and ranch- 
ers.” 

“The concentration of 
market power among a few 
highly integrated domestic or 
multi-nationa! firms poses a 
serious threat to the benefits 
of a private, competitive 
marketplace,” Swenson con- 
tinued. “U.S. antitrust laws 
must be enhanced and en- 
forced so that market com- 
petition increases rather than 
decreases.” 

Swenson pointed out to 
the committee that even with 
incentives to participate in 
public and private risk man- 
agement programs, the need 
for additional economic and 
production loss assistance 
has not been eliminated. Pro- 
ducer economic preg has 
been reduced. Of the $21.7 
billion in additional funds 
that have been provided for 
the 1998-2000 production 
years, 84 perceni have been 
directed to offset producer

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income losses due to reduced 
prices, well beyond what was 
originally prescribed in the 
1996 bill. Reductions in regu- 
lations failed to bring about 
reduced costs for producers.

“While the 1996 farm bill 
fulfilled in part the desire of 
some to unilaterally reduce 
or curtail the public role in 
U.S. production agriculture, 
the legisiation showed little 
regard or understanding of 
the future consequences of 
such actions if the unique, 
favorable conditions of 1996 
changed,” added Swenson.

CLINICAL SYMPTOMS: After an incubation period 
of 3 to 30 days, a typical skin lesion occurs in up to 85% 
of cases at the site of the tick bite. As the lesion develops, 
it typically appears as a red, flat circular shape pigmented 
spot with a central clearing. Other early signs of the 
disease include severe fatigue, headache, fever, stiff neck, 
chil's, und joint pain. If untreated, neurological and 
cardiac abvormalities can begin weeks later aud arthritis 
follows months to years later. 

TREATMENT AND PREVENTION: The early signs 
of Lyme Disease are effectively managed with antibiotic 
treatment and the incidence and severity of late complica- 
tions are improved with therapy. Despite treatment, Lyme 
arthritis and other complications can be seen in a small 
portion of patients. Prevention of Lyme disease is at- 
tempted by avoiding ticks and their natura! habitats, 
wearing protective light-colored clothing, and using insect 


repellents. Recent vaccine 


development holds much 


promise for further protection against the disease.

Third Street 
Bridge Closed 


Third Street in Oakland has 
been closed to traffic fol- 
lowing 4 state bridge audit 
and ispection. According 
to Fred Polce of the Gar- 
rett County Roads Depart- 
ment, a state bridge audit 
inspector deemed the struc- 
ture unsafe for vehicular 
traffic, recommended that it 
be closed, and contacted 
Polce’s office to erect barri- 
ers. 

The state-contracted en- 
gineering team from Kenne- 
dy, Porter, & Associates 
Inc., Hampstead, performed 
ihe semi-annual inspection 
on the Third Street bridge 
and determined that the 


‘north abutment is eroding, 


as well as the south abut- 
ment bulkhead, causing the 
bridge to be unsafe. 

"The south abutment 
bulkhead is spiit in two with 
heavy internal decay. The 
south abuiment bulkhead 
appears to be unstable, and 
the remaining resistance 
cannot be determined,” the 
inspectors’ letter to the 
Garrett County engineer, 
Dwight Emory, stated. 

KPA opined that the 
bridge could be on the 
verge of immineni collapse. 
"It is KPA’s opinion that

Mowing requires some skill and some attention, but be 
cause a certain rhythm develops after a round or two, the 
mind becomes free for other considerations. A recent ar- 
gument with a family member or friend can be viewed 
from a new perspective. A thorny kact can begin to be 
untied 

Mowing is as restful as work gets. That being said, 
mowing is also a perilous occupation, and almost more 
perilous for the experienced mower than for the novice. 
Experience makes us think we know what we are doing. 
That confidence can lead to the taking of risks which can 
lead to a sudden death. 

For all who were nodding their heads at the account of 
the rhythinic peace in mowing, there are oihers for whom 
the image of mowing carries them back to that awful mo- 
seeut of fatheg a loved one who had not come in for sup- 
per, and never would again. 

I had a wonderful day of mowing last week. Our family 
has acreage in the Conservation Reserve Program which 
has to be mowed cance each year and tree plantings whick 
need multiple mowings each spring and summer. The mild 
weather reduced the stress of running the Ferguson 35. 

I have never before mowed the stream buffer in a sin- 
gle day. This year I did, two hours in the morning, three 
hours in the afternoon, and an hour after supper. It all 
went like clockwork. You know you are having a good day 
when you drop a peanut butter cracker on the floor, and 
it lands peanut butter up. That was the kind of day I had. 

I was able to observe the various trees and shrubs I 
have planted over the years. There are a locust grove and 
a pine grove which are now 11 years old. A walnut grove 
planted two years ago is just overtopping the grasses. A 
pine buffer is coming along. 

The whole leagth of the stream on our property, about

3/8 of & mile, shows the fruits of plantings going back to 
the summer of ’85, silky and gray do sycamores, 
elder and service berry, blackhaw, smooth alder, and ano- 
ther half dozen varieties that I have forgotten. 

While I was mowing a memory came to mind of my 
time in the Carpathian mountains of western Ukraine two, 
years ago. The subsistence agriculture of that remote re- 
gion was powered by humans and horses. The hills were 
home to a marvelous permaculture of indigenous grasses 
and a beautiful red clover which the mountain people cut 
for hay. 

The farmer had a scythe, the blade of which was sharp 
enough for shaving. He worked harder than | ever have in 
mowing. There was a beautiful oneness of man, his simple 
bui superb tool and the earth which yields a living to the 
people of that valley yeneration after generation. 

I wonder if he goes home of an evening with the words, 
"While I was mowing, I got to thinking.”

Jennifer Bosley has been 


named the Area Softball 
Player f the Year for 
unpreced ited second 
secutive year, a distinction 
made even more striking 
when one considers that the 
Southern High School 


pitching ace and slugging 
Star was Only a sophomore 
this past season. 

Bosley is joined on the 
All-Area first team by her 
senior teammate Jennifer 
Teagarden, also one of the 
aréa’s top pitchers and one 
of the top-fielding second 
basemen in the region, as 
well as a fine hitter in her 
own right, and Northern 
High School shortstop Mimi 
Harvey, one of the WMIL’s 
top batters and a slashing 
baserunner on a Husky 
squad noted for its aggres- 
siveness on the basepaths. 

Bosley and Teagarden’s 
honors come in the wake of 
a stellar season during 
which they hurled the Rams 
through a 20-game win 
streak to take the region 
championship and advance 
all the way to the Maryland 
State Class 1A softball title 
contest, which Southern lost 
in a eight-inning, 2-1 heart- 
breaker to Rising Sun. SHS 
completed the year with a 
superb 20-3 record, with 
Bosley picking up 14 of 
those wins. and Teagarden 
taking credit for the other 
six as she amassed a perfect 
6-C record. , 

Over the past two sea- 
sons Bosley has ruled the 
pitcher’s mound in a way 
rarely seen before on ti- 
state diamonds, softball or 
hardball. This season the 


right-hander twirled her 
way to a 14-3 record, strik- 
ing out 196 batters over 128 
innings while walking only 
nine batters, and compiling 
a mind-boggling 0.49 carned 
run average. 

Noted for being a perfec- 
tionist on the field, Bosiey 
bore down even harder dur- 


run to mow - 
ter batter, registerin € 
wins and only one lost, giv- 
ing up just two runs on a 
total of 12 hits, and striking 
out 60 batters in just 39 in- 
nings. She whiffed 14 Han- 
cock batsmen in the region- 
al quarter-final and blazed 
her way to an 11-strikeout 
no-hit triumph over St. Mi- 
chael’s in the state semi-fi- 
nal. 

Bosley has fected a 
wide variety of pitches to 
give her an arsenal rarely 
seen across entire pitching 
staffs. Her fastball, clocked 
at better than 60 miles per 
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was deadly in ils ac 
curacy, and her curvebalis 
screwballs, risers, and ¢ 
an odd knuckleball or tw 
froze opposing batters like 
deer in the headliyhts. The 
16-year-old was also South 
ern’s icading hitter, taking 


top honors in nearly every 
offensive statistic. She re- 
corded a .368 batting aver- 
age, going 25-for-68 at the 
plate with nine doubles, five 
triples, and one home rua, 
and drove in 21 runs and 
scored 25 times to boot. 
She practically always was 
able to get the bat on the 
ball, as she struck out oniy 
three times on the year.

Grants To Help 
Law Officers 
Protect Victims 


Sheriff's offices and local } 


police responsible for han- 
dling ex parte and civil pro- 
tective orders may now ac- 
cess $2 million in state 
grant funds to improve their 
operations with a goal of 
ensuring those orders are 
prompily and properly en- 
tered in the criminal justice 
computer system. 

Announcing the grant 
program at the Maryland 
Sheriffs’ Association meet- 
ing today, Maryland State 
Police superintendent Colo- 
nel David B. Miicheil said 
the financial assistance is to 
be used to improve the en- 
iy, service and monitoring 
of ex parte aad protective 
orders. It is not to be used 
to supplant existing opera- 
tions, but must be totally 
devoted to enhancing exist- 
ing efforts. 

"This funding provides 
resources where they are 
currently needed the most,” 
Lt. Governor Kathleen 
Kennedy Townsend said, 
adding: "We must ensure 
equipment and procedures 
are in place statewide to as- 
sure that victims of domes- 
tic violence who obtain ex 
parte and protective orders 
will receive the highest pos- 
sible level of attention and 
protection by our criminal 
justice system." 

Ex parte and protective 
orders most often involve 


incidents of domestic vio- 
lence. They are issued by 
the district and circuit 
courts and contain case-spe- 
cific orders intended to pro- 
tect the victim(s). It is nec- 
essary that the orders be 
entered into the Maryland 
Inter-Law Enforcement Sys- 
tem (MILES) and National 
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Crime Information Center 
(NCIC) as soon as possible 
to notily other police de- 
partments and their officers 
who may have contact with 
the respondents. 

For example, these sys- 
tems are checked by the 
Maryland State Police li-

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Vietnam War Vets Recall Mother 


Steady Love During Turbulent Times

tf fandscape —- homes with walls and dressers that stil! bear 
pictures of young men who never came home, frozen for- 
ever within the frame at the age of 18, 19, or 20. 
ma > Among the dozens of other local families who sent 
B their sons to Vietnam, but were blessed with their safe re- 
aurn, was the family of Genevieve Friend in Oakland. Ge- 
Sevieve gave not one, but two of her boys to the U.S. Ar- 
shy’s Vietnam forces — Dick and Mike, both of whora still 
make Garrett County their home. 
™% “At the time Dick volunteered in 1966, I thought about 
it a lot, and made up my mind that he would come back 
OK,” Genevieve, a spry, petite octogenarian said during a 
@ Yecent conversation at her kitchen table. "Then when Mike 
volunteered in 1968 I did the same thing. I thought about 
my boys every day they were over there, and I did a lot of 
raying. I had to have faith in the Lord that they would 
both safely return home." 
* Geaevieve’s ironclad faith had been tempered three 
gears prior to Dick’s Army enlistment when her husband 
Arnold, father to their four children (Anais, Darvin, Dick, 
avd Mike), was killed when his small plane crashed near 
Deep Creek Lake. "Because our dad had been gone, Mom 
was already the foundation of our family ot the time we 
wemt to Vietnam,” Dick said. "She gave us inspiration, 
something to look forward to, when just the thought of 
getting home was enough io keep you going over there." 
< “I went into town at $ in the morning to see Dick off 
qwhen he first joined the Army,” Genevieve recalled of that 
day in early January when her soa boarded a bus in front 
of the local Selective Service office, located in the Profes- 
-sional Building along Second Street. "I had some tears 
ome to my eyes, but didn’: let hirn see because I knew it 
would be hard on him as he was leaving. I came home af- 
terwarais and cried by myself. We wicte to each other a 
fot during his training, and one time when Dick was home 
on furlough he told me he was being seni to Vietnam; 
that was very hard to hear, but I had to have faith that 
tie’d be coming back someday.” 

' After reluctantly seeing her son off to serve in the over- 
seas conflict, Genevieve, in the way mothers do, continued 
providing strong support while keeping her worst fears to 
berseil.

Perhaps the most difficult moment for Genevieve came 
in late May of 1967, when she received word that Dick 
had been wounded in action —- and escaped death by the 
thianest of margius —- when he single-handedly thwarted 
& Viet Cong ambush of his unit along a jungle jeep path. 
"On Sunday, May 21, I was at my family’s home church in 
Cuzzari, W.Va., waen I got the feeling something was go- 
ing on with Dick,” she said. "The next day I was getting 
ready to go to work at the Southern High cafeteria whea 
the telephone rang shortly before 7 a.m. A military person 
asked if this was the Genevieve Friend residence, and my 
heart sank for a moment, but he quickly told me that al- 
though Dick had been wounded he would be OK. I 


thanked the gentleman and left for work; there was no- § 


thing more I could do, and working all the time helped 
keep my mind off things.” 

A few days later Genevieve received a six-page letter 
from her son that he had written from his hospital bed in 


Vietnam the very same day she had first learne<! of his jim 


wounds. The letter detziled the events of the ambush, but 
throughout reassured her that he was doing fine and there 
was no need to worry. “Well Mother, it was a very rough 
and tough thing to go through, but remember my name is 
Friend and we don’t run and we can do it," Dick wrote.

What it means is that, 
when we are confronted by the 
challenge of evil, we must not fail to 
hold on to truth, righteousness, the 
gospel of peace, faith, salvation, the 
word of God, prayers and 
supplications. Evil gains the

replacing it with beiligerence, allow- 
ing our faith to waiver and make 
ourselves vulnerable to “the darts of 
the evil one.” 

I have sometimes found that, 
when under siege, | tend to forget to 
rely on my God-given armor. | 
become so fearful that I allow my 
faith to waiver, being so 
preoccupied by the threats that I fail 
to resort to my best resource. So

Based on a book by historian 
Kent Anderson Leslie, A House 
Divided relates the story of 
Amanda America Dickson 
(Beals), the daughter of wealthy 
antebelium plantation owner 
David Dickson (Waterston) and 
Julia (Hamilton), a slave he 
raped. 

Because she is born with fair 
skin, Amanda is raised and edu- 
cated by her devoted father and 
grandmother (Shirley Douglas) 
as if she were white. Amanda dis- 
covers the truth of her heritage 
only as she reaches adulthood 
during the Civil War, and she be- 
comes estranged from her family. 

Years later, Amanda learns that 
her father has died and left her his 
considerable fortune, bat bitter 
white family members decide to 
contest the will. Amanda hires at- 
torney Charies Dubose (Daly) to 
handle her case in a trial that also 
reconciles her with Julia. 

It's a very human, character- 
dniven story that is surprisingly 
free of “issues” and, 
blessedly, antebellum cliches.

Hay Cutting 
Is Delayed By 
Wet Weather 


Cutting of hay has been 
delayed compared to lasi 
year and the five-year aver- 
age because of the wet 
weather this summer, said 
Ray Garibay, state statisti- 
cian with the Maryland Ag 
Statistics Service. Clover and 
other hay, 2nd cutting, is 62% 
cut, 15 points lower than last 
year. Clover and other hay, 
3rd cutting, is 14% cut, 20 
points lower than last year 
and.3 points lower than the 
five-year average. Alfalfa, 
2nd cutting, is 84% cui, 15 
points below last year and 4 
points below the five-year 
average. Alfalia, 3rd cutting, 
is 26% cut, 3 points below 
last year, but 6 points above 
the five-year average. 

Cucumbers are 52% har- 
vested, 6 points higher than 
last year and 8 points higher 
than the five-year average. 
Potatoes are 72% harvested, 
18 points higher than last year 
and 25 points higher than 
the five-year average. Snap 
beans are 36% harvested, 2 
points lower than last year

and 3 points lower than the 
five-year average. 

Topsoil moisture is 2% 
short, 81% adequate, and 
17% surplus. Subsoil mcis- 
ture is 1% very short, 3% 
short, 91% adequate, and 5% 
surplus. Month-to-date pre- 
cipitation ranged from 2 
inches in Carroll to6.5 inches 
in Talbot County. High tem- 
peratures for the past week 
ranged from 78 degrees on 
Wednesday to 89 degrees on 
Tuesday.

Maryland Crop 
Production 
Increase Expected 


Based on the July yield 
survey for conditions around 
July 1, Maryland farmers are 
expecting a winter wheat 
yield cf 63 bushels per acre, 
up 3 bushels from the 1999 
winter wheat yield, accord- 
ing to the National Agricul- 
tural Statistics Service. Har- 
vested acreage is up. 5,000 
acres from last year. This 
year's production is up by 
915,000 bushels because of 
the increased acreage and 
improved yield. According to 
the Maryland Crop Progress 
Report, as of July 10, 80% of 
the winter wheat acreage had 
been harvested, which is 23% 
higher than the five-year av- 
erage at this time. 

For barley, yield is fore- 
cast at 84 bushels per acre, 
an increase of 5% over last 
year's final estimate of 80 
bushels per acre. Barley har- 
vested acreage for this year 
indicated nochange from last 
year's level. However, this 
year's production level of 4.2 
million bushels is nearly 5% 
more than the final 1999 pro- 
duction level of 4.0 million 
bushels. From the current 
Maryland Crop Progress 
Report, barley harvest is vir- 
tually complete. 

United States winter 
wheat production is forecast 
at 1.59 billion bushels. This 
is down 2% ‘rom last month 
and down 7% from 1999. The 
U.S. yield is now forecast at 
44.9 bushels per acre, down

1.8 bushels from last month. 
States declining from June 
are: Colorado, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, New York, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, Texas, 
and Wyoming. 

Summer potato produc- 
tion is forecast to decline 
from 18.9 million to 18.1 
million pounds in 2000. 
States with higher expected 
production of summer pota- 
toes this year include: Ala- 
bama, Colorado, Delaware, 
and Virginia. Fall potato pro- 
duction has not yet been es- 
timated, but harvested acre- 
age is expected to increase 
from 1.17 million acres in 
1999 to 1.20 million this year, 
with Idaho, Minnesota, 
North Dakota, and Washing- 
ton all increasing. 


June Milk 
Production 
Up 2.8% 


The National Agricultural 
Statistics Servicey(NASS), 
Agricultural Statistics Board, 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture released the June milk 
production figures on July 
17 


Milk production in 20 ma- 
jor states surveyed during 
June totaled 12.1 billion 
pounds, up 2.8 percent from 
production in these same 
states in June 1999. The May 
revision represented a de- 
crease of 0.2 percent, or 28 
million pounds, from las‘ 
month's preliminary produc- 
tion estimate. 

Production per cow in the 
20 major states averaged 
1,546 pounds for June, 30 
pounds above June 1999. 

The number of cows on 
farms in the 20 major states 
was 7.81 million head, 65,000 
head more than June 1999 
and 10,000 head more than 
May 2000. 

April-June milk produc 
tion was up 2.6 percent across 
the United States. 

The quarterly production 
of miik for the U.S. was 43.1 
billion pounds, 2.6 percent 
above the April-June period 
last year. The average num- 
ber of milk cows in the U.S. 
during the April-June quar- 
ter was 9.21 million head, 
58,000 head more than the 
same period last year.

Seed for fall crops of broccoli and cauliflower should 
be sown in containers by the 4th week in July. Late crops 
of squash, beans and cucumbers can be direct sown 
through the end of July. 

A large suppiy of rainfall coupled with an overabun- 
dance of nitrogen from manure or fertilizer has caused 
many tomato plants to grow rampantly with few fruits on 
the lower half of the plant. Do not fertilize healthy tomato 
piants that have large, dark green leaves. Lop off the tops 
of tomato plants that grow out of bounds. They will 
produce laterals branches and fruit later in the summer. 

Blossom-end rot of tomato, pepper, and squash may be 
observed now. The bottom ead of the fruit bottoms be- 


comes brown and retted. Promptly remaye any fruits that 
have blossom-end rot or are badly malformed. The disease 
is caus€d'by a lack of calcium in developing fruits and is 
brought on by dry conditions. Water your plants deeply 
and regularly and keep them mulched. Tomato plants may 
need 1-2 galions of water each at least twice a week 
during droughty periods 

Early blight of tomatoes is appearing in many gardens. 
Small, irregular brown iesions with a yellow halo develop 
on lower leaves. The spots have a bulls-eye pattern. They 
will enlarge and entire leaves will turn yellow and then 
die.

emerge. There is no cure for the disease. Pull up and 


dispose of vines. Controlling this pest early in the season 
is very important. Row covers can be used to cover plants 
to deter cucumber beeiles or you can apply a labeled 
insecticide. Remove row covers when cucumber family 
plauts begin to bloom. "County Fair" is av excellent hybrid 
variety with in-bred resistance to bacteria! wilt disease. 

Squash vine borers are hatching out and boring into 
squash and pumpkin vines. Monitor plants for signs of 
wilting and entrance holes on lower stems. You may see 
sawdusi-like grass around the hole. Stems may contain 
more than one larva. They can feed inside the stems for 
up to 2 weeks. Here's the easiest and surest method of 
control: cut a slit above the hole with a razor, remove the 
1-inch-long white larva with a brown head, and mound up 
soil around the wound. 

The adults, larvae and eggs of the Mexican bean beetle 
can be handpicked. The adults have 16 spots, coppery- 
colored wing covers and resemble ladybird beetles. The 
adulis and larvae skeletonize bean leaves. A parasitic 
wasp, known as Pediobius faveolatus, is an excellent 
biological control agent for the Mexican bean beetle. You 
cam actually purchase these beneficial iasects from the 
Maryland Depariment of Agriculture and release them 
into your garden. 

Bivlogical Control of the Corn Earworm: 

The corn earworm, Helicoverpa zea, is a serious pest of 
field crops and vegetables in Maryland. Jn laie summer, 
adult earworm moths shift their attention from fields of 
drying corn and start laying eggs in soybeans, where they 
cam cause serious economic losses. The pupal stage of 
corm earworm goes virtually unchallenged by natural 
enemies in this area. The Maryland Department of 

priculture is aitempting to introduce a new parasite, 
ichneumon promissorius, an exotic species that attacks 
earworm pupac. This parasite is from Australia, where it 
parasitizes over 20% of a closely related species of 
earworm. Over 3000 I. promissorius were raised and 
released in Maryland in 1999. More releases are scheduled 
for 2000. We will also survey for overwintering parasites 
to see if establishment has begun to occur. This project is 
funded in part by the Maryland Soybean Board and the 
Maryland Grain Producers Utilization Board.

Accident is located on busy 
Route 219 about 5 miles north 
of Deep Creek Lake in a scenic 
farming valley dating back to 
1800. The oldest known struc- 
ture, the Drane House, has 
been restored. Sites of the two 
earliest frame structures used 
by Lutheran congregatione for 
church services have deen 
marked by stone markers in 
Zion Cemetery and Si. Paul's 
New Cemeiery. The 76-year 
cld yeliow brick schcclhouse is 
now a handsomely remodeled 
complex, composed of the Flow- 
ery Vale Senior Center and 
Valley View Apartments.

Grocery stores, library, 
post office, doctor and dentist, 
churches, garage and automo- 
bile dealerehiv, service sta- 
tions, schoole, public water and 
sewerage systeme, well-kept 
private homes, and excelient 
roads provide the elements that 
make Accident a most desir- 
able rural village. 

B&O RAILROAD STA- 
TION IN CAEKLAND — One 
of the oldest stations in the 
country, this Queen Anne-style 
station was built in 1884 after 
the B&O had developed a re- 
sort clientele for Oakland and 
Garrett County. The ground 
the station stands on wac used 
by the B&O Railroad as early 
as 1851. 

The Oakiand station is now 
listed in the National Regis- 
try. It is distinguished by its 
incised brick, picturesque 
massing and the mixing of 
building materials character- 
istic of this disappearing build- 
ing styie. It was built by the 
Baltimore firm of Baldwin and 
Pennington, which constructed 
a similar station in Laurel, 
Maryland, in 1884.

BRADDOCK’S ROAD — 
Built by British General Ed- 
ward Braddock’s army in 1755, 
under the direction of the aide- 
de-camp George Washington, 
the road really is an improve- 
ment of the old Indian route 
Nemacolin's Trail. The Gen- 
eral died along this route while 
retreating from near Fort Du 
queene (Pittsburgh) to Fort. 
Cumberland, after a crushing 
defeat by a smail force of 
French and Indiszs. 

Braddock’s Road became a 
major route west until it was 
abandoned in the 19th century 


with the construction of the 
Nationa! Road (Routes 40).

The Casselman Hotel com- 
memorates the great days of 
the National Pike. Located on 
Main Street (old Route 40) in 
Granteville, the hote!, atill in 
operation, was first opened aa 
a drover’s inn in 1824. Many of 
the early features of the build- 
ing have been preserved; to 
the modern traveler, the hotel 
offers all of the modern conve 
niences. The hotel has been in 
operation for 175 yeare and is 
one of the outstanding land- 
marks within Garrett County's 
boundaries. 
During the heydays of stage 
coach travel on the old Na- 
lz tional Road, there wan never 
any doubt about how fer 
Casselman lon was from the 
major cities of Cumberland and 
Wheeling. Situated on the edge 
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of the highway, and directly in 
frontof the Inn, was a castiron 
mileage marker with the miles 
noted at 25 Cumberland on the 
west face and 106 Wheeling on 
the east face.

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Like the sturdy red brick 
building which is now called 
Casselman Motor Inn, the cast 
iron mileage marker is still 
there today. Close examina- 
tion reveals that the eest and 
west faces of the marker have 
two more towns listed in addi- 
tion to Cumberland and Wheel- 
ing. Froetburg is on the west 
face and Petereburg on the east 
face (Petersburg is the old 
name for the present-day 
Addison, Pa.) 

During the Civil War, some 
of the inns on the National 
road served as hospitals for 
soldiers convalescing from 
battle wounds. Thus, from time 
to time, the Casselman inn be- 
came a make-shift hospital, 
generally for men wounded in 
the battles around Winches. 
ter, Va. 

With a little imagination, a 
modern traveler can imagine 
recovering soldiers helping 
each other to chairs and sitting 
in the eunshine on the spa- 
cious front lewn of the Cas- 
selman Inn. 


CASSELMAN RIVER 
BRIDGE — At the time of its 


ONE OF LIFE'S PLEASURES 


Hurry on up to the 


construction, this was the larg- 
est singie-epan stone arch 
bridge in the United States (80 
feet). Built in 1813 of beautiful 
native western Maryland 
stone, it served traffic on the 
nation’s firet federal highway. 

Once a part of the National 
Pike running between Cum- 
berland and Wheeling, W.Va., 
it provided an improved 
method of transportation for 
drovers, freighters, wagoners, 
horsemen, stagecoach passen- 
gere and pedestrians when the 
western frontier wae the 
Alleghenies. 

While watching its conetruc- 
tion, people speculated that the 
bridge wouid collapse when the 
supporting timbers were re- 
moved. To avoid having the 
general public as an audience 
should the bridge collepse at 
the celebration planned for the 
removal of the supports, the 
contractor loosened tiem the 
night before the ceremony. The 
next day, he atood under the 
bridge during the ceremony to 
prove ita worthinese. The 
graceful stone arch hae stood 
for the past 185 years aa one of 
Garrett County's most photo- 
genic as well as historic aites 

The bridge was closed to traf- 
fic in 1963 and restored with

GRANTSVILLE 
Grantsville is located two miles 
south of the Mason-Dixon Line 
on Route 49 off exit 19 of Inter- 
state 68. A pleasant commu- 


nity, Grantsville is the heart of 


some of the most productive 
farmland in the region. 

As the oldest and most his- 
toric section of Garrett County, 
Granteville is the site of many 
historic landmarks. For ex- 
ample, the visitor will find the 
Casselman Hotel, builtin 1824. 
It was first used by drovers 
and farmers traveling west- 
ward over the National Pike. 
Still in operation, the Cas- 
setman Hotel offers services to 
today’s traveler. 

The Casselman River 
Rridge, built in 1813 along 
Route 40 east. of Grantsville, 
was the largest single-span 
stone arch bridge of its kind at 
the time of construction. The 
bridge offers excellent photo- 
graphic opportunites, as well 
as picnic facilities in a charm- 


j* ‘ 
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ing setting. 

One of the oldest grist mills 
in Garrett County is Stanton’s 
Mill, located in Grantsville 
near Spruce Forest Artizan 
Village along Rouie 40. The 
mill dates back to 1797 and is 
an interesting stop for any visi- 
tor. 

Grantsville alac boasts Penn 
Alps, originally an 1818 stage- 
coach stop along the National 
Road (Rdute 40), just east of 
the town. Pemn Alps is now a 
restaurant and craft shop, 
which is the largest handicraft 
marketing facility in this 
mountain region. The adjacent 
Spruce Forest Artisan Village 
contains restored log cabins, 
school houses, a church, and 
other rustic buildings, which 
house a variety of working ar- 
tieans during the year.

Tonilingon's originai plan 
was to harnees the water from 
near-by Indian Srring Run. 
However, he soon realized that 
with a short extension of the 
mill race, he could tap into the 
water of the Casselman River 
at the upper end of the “U." 
Then, by locating hus grist mill 
on the high bank at the lower 
end of the loop, he could take 
advantage of the 20 foot eleva- 
tion drop to power the 
waterwhee! at the mill. 

The result was that even 


with a low water ievel in the

BACKBONE MOUNTAIN 
—At an elevation of 3,460 feet, 
this is the highest point in the 
state of Maryland. This high 
point was nemed for Capt. 
Charles Hoye, prominent his- 
terian and founder of the 
Garrett County Historical So- 
ciety. 

Backbone Mountain is actu- 
ally a long mountain ia the 
Aliegheny range which begins 
in the Savage River area and 
runs southwest into West Vir- 
ginia. The highest point in 
Maryiand is located in the 
southern part of Garrett 
County about 500 fect from the 
Maryiand/West Virginia boun- 
dary line. 

Backbone Mountain is aiso 
the "Eaetern Continental Di- 
- vide.” The east side of the 
mountein drains into the At- 
lantic Ocean via the Potomac 
River. The west slope drains 


into the Gulf of Mexico via the 
Youghbiogheny River, which ul- 
timately feeds the water into 
the Mississippi River. 

Hoye Crest is so near the 
state line that the best accees 
to it is from the West Virginia 
side of the line through 
Monongahela National Foreet. 
An excellent hiking trail about 
one mile long hegins on the 
east side of U.S. 219 3/8 mile 
beyond Silver Lake, W.Va. (6 
miles south of Route 219 and 
Route 50 intersection at Red 
House).

Maryland state forests have 
primitive campsitesonly, with- 
out manmade improvements 
Potomac/Garrett State Forest 
offers pine shelters at a $10 
fee.

GARRETT STATE FOR- 
EST -— Mountair forests, 
streame and valleys make up 
the 7,400 acres in Garrett State 
Forest. In 1906 the Garrett 
brothers of the B&O Railroad 
fame gave the state of Mary- 
land 2,000 acree of forest land, 
provided that a state forestry 
department be established to 
manage the area. The donated 
area was originally named 
Swallow Falls State Forest.

POTOMAC STATE FO- 
REST — This forest contains 
12,409 acres of trees, streams 
and wiidlife.

The terrain is 
rugged with elevations rang-, 
ing from 1,800 feet along the 
Potomac to 2,960 feet on Back- 
bone Mountain. This steep gra- 
dient gives rise to numerous 
fast-falling brooks and streams 
which feed the river. Several of 
the larger streams are Scheil, 
Laurel, Lostland Run and 
Crabtree Creek. 

The possibilities for recre- 
ation in the forest are for the 
most part of a primitive na- 
ture.

slime of sulfur springs. Manganese and even aluminum biofouling 
is aiso found in ground water systems. These biofilms are natura! 
and usually harmless. Natural iron bicfouting often acts as a 
preliminary tron fitter in wells and therefore can serve a positive 
function as well. Biofouling can be a nuisance, however. Generaily, 
iron biofouling is the cause « iron buildup in wells and pipes. 


if Lheve bacteria in my well. where do they come from? 


Many types oj bacteria are native or adapied to saturated 
sedimenis and rocks, and are present in significant numbers in 
most water supply aquifers, even deep formations. Given time and 
a route (soil and rock provide plenty of both), bacteria will migrate 
into and take up housekeeping in an aquifer. "Non-native" coliform 
bacteria or “protozoa” of potenial health concern, such as Giardia 
and Cryptosporidium, are most likeiy introduced from the surface.. 


What do we do shout this problem? 


If possible, do whetever it takes to correct the problem in 
your existing system. If necessary, instali a new well anc water iniet 
system away from the source of contamination. 


What's the best way to maintain my good water supply? 


You should have your water tested annually for radon, 
bacteria, and anything eise of concern to you, even if you do not 
perceive a chenge in your water. Have your water ‘ested by a 
qualified iaboratory. They are listed in your phone book under 
"Water Testing" or “Laboratories.” 


The question of whether or not to have your water tested 
is a serious one that concerns the health of you and your farniiy. if 
you obtain drinking water from your own well, you alone are 
responsible for assuring that is sefe

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THE SUN - In August, sunlight hours each day drop 
from 14.3 to about 13 at the end of the month. The sun’s 
mid-day peak height decreases from 68 to 58 degrées (45 
degrees is halfway up and 90 degrees is overhead). Sunrise 
tines advance by about 30 minutes (from about 6:15 to 
6:45 Sunset times fall back about 45 minutes (from 
about 8:30 to 7:45 p.m.) 

THE MOON - In early August the moon can be seen 
as a sleader crescent low in the western dusk. By August 
6ih the moon wil! have to half full in the evening 
sky (looks like 4 "D"). This shape of the raoon offers the 
best views of the moon's craters and mountains with bi- 
noculars of a telescope. The moon grows to full or Au- 
gust 14th. Within a week the moon has exited the evening 
sky, thea after midnight. On August 22nd the moon 
appears half at dawn (then looks like a backwards 
"D"). On this same morning, the moon appears near ihe 
planet Satgrn. On the next moraing the moon will be near 
the bright pianet Jupiter. Just before the end of st, 
the moon swings from the morning to the evening of 
the sun. 

THE BRIGHT PLANETS - Our five nearest planetary 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine more 
steadily than the twinkling night stars. But if a planet a 
pears very close to the horizon or if it's windy, even the 
planet's light may flicker. Three of the five bright planets 
can be seen in August. In the southeastern dawn you caa 
see bright Jupiter and Saturn. in the first week of August, 
you can alto see Mercury below and to the left of Jupiter. 
Both Venus and Mars are too close to the sun to be seen 


in st. 

AUGUST'S BEST SIGHTS - The most arresting sight 
on August evenings is the Summer Triangle high in the 
south. The brightest star of the Triangle is Vega, a white- 
blue star nearly overhead. When high, the Summer Tri- 
angle points south. On moonless nights the Milky Way 
ruas across the eastern (cr leftward) side of the Triangle 
As you face north, the Big Dipper is now about halfway 
up in the north northwest; its two lowest stars point right- 
ward to the North Star. Low in the northeast is the zig-zag 
patiern of Cassiopeia, the throne of mythical Queen of 
Ethiopia. Earlier in the summer, Cassiopeia resembled a 
letter “W"; it is now turning into a "M” as we approach 
fall. Most amateur sky watchers enjoy the Perseid meteor 
shower, which will be best seen late in the evening on 
August 1ith. Unfortunately, the moon then will be aimost 
full, making the meteors seem less impressive. Look low 
in the northeast for Perseus, a star group that has three 
trailing curves of stars.

For Thomas's producers, however, the 
film may turn out to be a disappointment: its mild etyle 
and lackluster performances will not be enough to stand 
up against the unusual glut of kids’ films released this 
eummer. After The Road To El Dorado, Dinosaur, Titan 
A.E., Chicken Run, The Kid, and Pokemon, Thomas is 
@ competition. Still, it does provide one of the more 
family oriented" themes offered, fitting snugly intc the 
sugary-sweet, toddler-aimed category right between 
Barney and the Teletubbies. It also contains some fa 
mous names in the cast, like Alec Baldwin and Peter 
Fonda, with noone from the original TV show except Didi 
Conn (a.k.a Frenchy, the beauty schoo! dropout in Grease). 
However, Conn’s presence is so limited, her role is more 
like a featured cameo than a principal part. 

4 I've always thought that the whole Thomas 
franchise (based on the 1940s stories by Rev. Wilbert 
Awdry) was littie more than a clever vehicle for writer/ 
producer/director Britt Allcroft to show off his love of 
model trains. The sets are indeed a hobbyist’s dream, 
with every detail you could imagine — towns, mountains, 
lakes, bridges, tunnels .. . and numerous multicolored 
Peines, all sporting interchangeable faces (with a plethora 

different expressions) attached to their fronts. This 
m’s story, however, leaves a little to be desired.

Anyway, he acts as the 
neighborhood bully to Thomas (voice of John Bellis) and 
the others, not to mention Mr. Conductor (Baldwin), the 
miniature guardian of the trains. 
, _ Mr. Conductor is ab!e to deal with Diesel until he 
fans out of the magic gold dust that allows him to 
transport wherever he wants to go, and he must call on 
hus Australian beach-bum cousin Junior (Michael Rodgers) 
to find him some more. Tangentially included in this 
ponderous, overly complex plot is Surnett Stone (Fonda), 
the sullen railman who failed to protect Lady against 
Diesel long ago and can’t stop beating himself up for it, 
and two teens (Mara Wilson and Cody McMains), whose 
rimary function is make kids in the audience feel that 
it’s not completely a story about adults. 
Apart from the numerous mechanical cast mem- 
bers, Baldwin is really the star here, and his approach to

NUTTY PROFESSOR II: 
THE KLUMPS 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:45 - Released 7/28/00 

It’s ironic that it took five writers to produce a 
script that is basically just a platform to let Eddie Murphy 
do his schtick. But what a achtick. Directed by Peter 
Segal, Nutty Professor II: The Klumps is a tour de force 
for Murphy, allowing him to expand (literally) the hys- 
terically funny family of characters he created for just a 
few scenes in The Nutty Professor (1996). If the Klump 
family were portrayed by separate actors, this film would 
be a throwaway, but the fact that Murphy, playing six 
different characters, is in every scene (sometimes sev- 
eral times over) can’t help but impress. 

Written by Steve Oedekerk, Barry W. Biaustein 
and David Sheffield (three of the 96 Nutty Professor co- 
writers), plus brothers Paul and Chris Weitz (Antz), the 
plot of NP2K involves genius Professor Sherman Klump’s 
continued possession by his thin alter ego, Buddy Love 
(Murphy without the fat suit). The film begins with a 
hilarious dream sequence where Sherman is at the altar 
with his true love, Professor Denice Gains (Janet Jack- 
son), when Buddy pops out of his pants and disrupts the 
wedding. The good-natured Sherman is tormented by 
Buddy, who occasionally jumps into his brain and starts 
making him say rude, arrogant things that are antitheti- 
cal to his norma! personality. Needless to say, this also 
confuses Denice and threatens to derail their romance. 

Luckily, Sherman and Denice have been collabo- 
rating on a new gene isoletion/extraction process which 
is meant to further their experimentai fountain-of-youth 

. Deciding to remove the "Buddy Love" gene from his 


DNA, Sherman uses the new, gy and 
reduces Buddy to a beakerful of goo. But Buddy escapes 
and promptly begins wreaking even more havoc 

The real joy in this film are the scenes between 
the several members of Sherman’s family, all played by 
Murphy. His mother is a matronly woman of late middle 
age who wants only the best for her genius son, and is 
regularly appalled by the behavior of her other famil 
members, especially their dinner conversations, which 
usually revolve around sex or bodily functions. Her 
husband, Sherman’s father, who is suffering from impo- 
tence as a result of growing older, regularly engages in 
vicious verbal duels with his mother-in-law, the toothless 
grandmother wis is still very sexually active and makes 
sure everyone knows it. Finally, Sherman’s brother 
Ernie is an auto mechanic with a chip on his shoulder 
from having to live in Sherman’s considerable shadow. 
Murphy endows all these characters with specific, varied 
mannerisms and attributes. His characterizations are 
full of energy and their interactions are hysterical. 

Although Murphy must receive the lion’s share 
of credit for the success of this film, there are other 
talents at work. Needlese to say, a film like this requires 
much skill in the field of makeup, and Rick Baker, who 
won the Academy Award for his work in Nutty '96, 
expertly transforms Murphy again into his large (in more 
ways than one) family. Director Segal includes many 
little detai!s ofhis own, like anumber of amusing fantasy/ 
dream sequences, one of which recalle themes from 
space films like Armageddon, Star Wars, and 2001. 
Jackson does an credible job portraying Sherman’s love 
interest Demuice, though her character is meant to serve

$250,000 conditional loan 
from the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Business and Eco- 
nomic Development (ob- 
tained from the Maryland 
Economic Development 
Assistance Fund). Phenix 
will put gepproximately 
$2,700,000 into the project, 
and the county will be add- 
ing approximately 5 percent 
of the total cost. The pro- 
ject will atso qualify for the 
One Maryland Tax Credit. 

As a condition of the 
deal, Phenix Technologies 
has agreed to hire as many 
as 50 new employees over 
the next five years. This will 
be in addition to any new 
jobs created at the county- 
owned facility. 

Officials at yesterday's 
gathering praised one an- 
other for working together 
on the project.

#, bees. The medicine is ap- 


plied to the intenor of 
hives, and bees gradually 
pick up traces of the medi- 
cine on their legs and 
spread it throughout the 
colony. But even so, te- 
dious, constant monitoring 
of the hives is necessary to 
ensure success, said Bowser. 
This is beyond the substan- 
tial labor that has always 
been associated with honey 
production. 

In the photo above (at 
right), Bowser and daugb- 
ter-in-law Doris Bowser, 
also of Grantsville, dressed 
to protect against stings, 
tend to one of their hives. 
Doris said she completed 
last season without receiv- 
ing a single sting. Alvin, 
who sometimes handles his 
hives without gloves, un- 
doubtedly cannot make the 
same claim. Then again, it 
takes more than a few 
stings to pain this busy 
honey veteran, who also 
maintains a small saw mill. 

Bowser shares some in- 
teresting observations about 
honeybees, pointing out 
that when clover fields are 
in blcom, he can hear his 
bees working all night in 
the hives. 

"They have things te do 
with the nectar other bees 
bring in the daytime,” he 
sais with countryside wis- 
dom. "The bees will learn 
ya.” 

Despite his troubles, 
Bowser remains generous 
with his honey buyers. It’s 
bener tovptice % Plow We sell 
while it’s fresh, he explains. 
A golden gallon sells for a 
fraction uf retail store pri- 
ces. (Honey lovers, hint, 
hint.) The honey has a 
uniquely delicious accent 
that separates it from the 
standard stores’ variety. 
Ironically, honey is not 
Bowser’s primary goal. He 
started his apiary to boost 
pollination of his supple 
orchard of some 50 trees. 
The retired trucker aad his 
wife Norra also concoct 
homemade apple butter, 
which this writer has sam- 
pled and happily endorses.

For 40 odd years many 


Christians believed that the 
greatest threat to the Christian faith 
was “godless communism.” If only 
we could defeat end discredit 
communism, we thought, the 
Christian faith would be 
triumphant 

Well, communism has pretty 
muc’ been defeated and 
discredited, but the Christian faith 
does not appear to be marching on 
to victory. Religious spokespeople 
bave had to adit that the 100 years 
just over were not, as was expected, 
“The Christian Century.” 
Commentators on the world scene 
note that Islam is the fastest grow- 
ing religion in the world. The 
Christian Church is dwindling and 
disappearing in former strongholds: 
Engiand, Germany, Scandinavia, 
Spain, France and even Italy, where 
Roman Catholicism has been a 
bulwark for almost 2,000 years. 

I have believed for some time 
that the greatest threat to 
Christianity is and has always been, 
not the isms on the outside, but 
those within. And not so much 
from those that are easily 
identifiable—like liberalism, 
conservatism, denominationalism, 
ecumenism, parochialism and you 
name it—but from those that bear 
no name and are not obvious to 
most of us. These are the beliefs 
and practices that, instead of openly 
challenging the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, subvert it by becoming 
substitutes for it. We are not on 
guard against these dangers 
because we see and understand 
them as pari of the gospel—which 
they are not.

Paul is speaking here about the 
tail wagging the dog, the trees 
obscuring the forest, the trivial 
pursuits of religion taking the 
place of essentia! Christian 
discipleship. We do not see these 
threats as hostile to our faith 
because we have accepted them as 
part of it. | can’t name ther all, but 
some have long been apparent to 
me. There is the materialism of 
Christian life that drives out the 
spirit and the consumerism that 
set the values of our society. There 
are political and ecoaomic 
ideologies that take the place of the 
gospel. There are standards of 
conduct that have been around so 
long that we hardly realize they are 
not part of the gospei. These 
substitutes clothed in Christian 
garb can really be unrecognized 
anti-christs. 

One example. I believe that the 
capitalist system and free 
enterprise (not necessarily the same 
things) are the best economic 
philosophies we have yet put into 
practice. But they are not part of 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. They are 
not Christian unless we make them 
Christian, infusing them with 
Christian values and undergirding 
them with Christlike love. Without 
Christ, capitalisai can be anc at 
times has been just as oppressive 
as communism and fascism.. Worst 
of all, we can make the mistake of 
letting them become a substitute for 
Christian discipleship, when we 
equate the so-calied “law of the 
marketplace” with the Ten 
Commandments and Christ's 
commandment: to “love one an- 
other as I have loved you.” 

Beware of beguiling and 
insidious substitutes!
